proposed that a fire-escape should be provided for 
the Richmond Lunatic Asylum and the House of 
Industry. It is terrible to think of a poor maniac 
with the fire around him or below him. There are 
in the House of Industry a hundred paupers unable 
to mount or descend the stairs at any time; what 
would be their fate should fire break out below? 
One would suppose that on a question of pro- 
viding a fire-escape for the helpless inmates of 
these institutions there would have been no dis- 
sension, but here again the old stumbling- block meets 
us, and once more we hear the burden of the song, 
„We hope soon to have water at high pressure, fire 
plugs, hose, &c., &e.” 

It appears, then, that there are actually some 
persons who have yet to learn that a fire-escape is 
for the purpose of saving life, but that water, at 
“ high pressure,” is for the purpose of putting out 
fire. The stairs be, and most likely will be, in 
all cases in flames before the fire is perceived. What 
possible service would a torrent of water effect for 
the unhappy being who may be half stifled on the 
third storey ? It will be four or five years before this 
high pressure scheme can possibly be at work. It 
will give no consolation to those who may be startled 
during this and the following winters by the cry of 
fire to think, amidst the smoke, that in a few years 
hence Dublin will have “ water at high pressure, 
“ fire-plugs, and hose.” This is on the supposi- 
tion that the scheme will prove successful; but 
their high pressure scheme does not prevent destruc- 
tio, of life and property in Liverpool and 
Glasgow. In London they have the most powerful 
fire-engines in the world, and a plentiful supply of 
water always at hand, provided by private companies; 
yet London has 94 fire-escapes, and last week one 
escape was the means of saving seven lives before 
the engines appeared. It is not merely stupid, but 
positively wicked, to injure an earnest attempt to 
provide means of escape from fire, by dinning into the 
ears of the citizens on all occasions that if they will 
only wait patiently, and submit to read of, if not to 
suffer, horrible deaths for three or four years, Dublin 
will then bave water at high pressure, fire-plugs, 
“and hose.” We may, perhaps, have these, but the 
fire-escapes will be quite as necessary then as they 
are now.
